The records show that iii the lineal 
year ending June 1919 approximately 
2.800.000 workers were 
involved in 
strikes, lockouts and wage contro­ 
versies referred to it for settlement. 
Losses of workers through wage 
controversies and strikes this year 
were at least $,’#0,000,000 lf is believed. 
In 1019 total l##Hses in wages are be­ 
lieved to have been twice this sum, 
or $100000.000. 
No reports a rt obtainable ou the 
louses #ti employers and the ext»*nt of 
decrease in production rt'suUing from 
strikes. 
In BHO however sixty per cent of 
the cases referretl to the labor depart­ 
ment for settlement were still in the 
controversy stage and bud not #ie- 
veloped into a strike or lockout. They

W ashington, 
March 
22- In telli­ 
gent capitalists and their reta in ers 
no longer claim that “Gornpers is a t­ 
tem pting to deliver the labor vote/* 
These individuals find that labor 
is determ ined to vigorously apply its 
non-partisan political principle and 
that, the A. F. of L. executive is sim ­ 
ply doing his duty as an officer of the 


tr a d e union movement. 
Since its inception, in ISSI. the 
A. F. of L. has urged this political 
theory. 
It took hold men to resist 
the frenzied p artisanship of 30 and 
40 years ago, but the organized w ork­ 
ers m aintained th eir position. 
Of 
late years o ther groups of cit limns 
have accepted the A. F. of L» theory, 
and now the more intelligent of la­ 
bor’s opponents realize 
that 
their 
charge against President Gornpers is 
ridiculous. 
So they h asten to assure 
trade unionists th a t their political 
program, as such, Is perfectly proper, 
hut evil days would befall our coun­ 
try if one class dom inates the gov ern ­ 
ment for its especial benefit.
